Who are members of the coun- 
cil? 

Any person interested in a well- 
rounded program for youths—and 
so nearly 30 persons met. in the 
parlors of the First Methodist 
.church here. They informally 
discussed a 15-point program and 
considered what places in the 
zommunity might be used. 

Lack of leadership to conduct 
‘ither an athletic or a craft pro- 
jram was recognized by most of 
the persons who participated in 
the discussion. One answer to 
the leadership question is the em- 
ployment of a full-time director, 
it was conceded. Another sugges- 
tion was that a small remunera- 
tion be given various individuals 
‘to assist in a late afternoon and 
evening youth program on the 
school. grounds, at the ‘Boy Scout 
club house, in the I. O. O. F. 
lodge recreation rooms, in the 
Fellowship hall of the Methodist 
church, and at other feasible 
places. 

After considerable discussion, 
Mr. Marineau was authorized to 
appoint two committees on the 
matter of leadership and facil- 
ities. : 

When the war ends, it might be 
possible to finance the construc- 
tion of a gymnasium on the jun- 
tor high school grounds, accord- 
ing to expressions. Use of the 
junior high school auditorium as 
a gymnasium had been suggested 
but Superintendent, . Harold W.
